Helmsman Chris 
Missen, 25, who is also 
an RNLI volunteer at 
Porthcawl will also be 
awarded the Bronze 
Medal for Gallantry, as 
will crew member 
Martin Blaker-Rowe, 
33, a volunteer from 
Chiswick Lifeboat 
Station. 

Penarth RNLI volun¬ 
teer Jason Dunlop, 40, 
who played a part in the 
rescue as a driver, will 
also be recognised with 
the ‘Thanks of the 
Institution Inscribed on 
Vellum’. 

As part of a shore 
crew team, Jason played 
a vital role in support¬ 
ing the boat team 
throughout the incident, 
driving through flooded 
roads to the launch site 
and, once safely there, 
contributing to the diffi¬ 
cult decisions the team 
had to make. 

Vanessa Glover, 46, 
the woman rescued by 
the team, met Paul and 
Chris at the site of the 


rescue and said: “/ want 
to thank you for your 
bravery, courage, deter¬ 
mination, professional¬ 
ism and commendable 
quality of character. 

“You embody the 
highest principles of 
selflessness I know: 
‘greater love hath no 
man that he lay down 
his life for his friends’. 

“But you were pre¬ 
pared to do that for a 
stranger - and that 
stranger was me! In so 
doing you gave me the 
gift of life and the joy of 
knowing that Santa 
called on my son at 
Christmas. 

“I will hold you in my 
heart forever. Thank 
you for saving my life.” 

The rescue took 
place in the early hours 
of December 23 at 
Umberleigh where the 
river Taw had reached 
3.5 metres above its

normal range. 

Mother-of-one, 
Vanessa had been swept 
from her car after it was 
forced off a road by 
powerful flood water, 
leaving her husband and 
seven-year-old son 
clinging to the car roof. 

She had managed to 
catch hold of a branch 
but a rescue helicopter 
was over an hour away 
and initial rescue 
attempts were unsuc¬ 
cessful. With no other 
options available, the 
RNLI’s Flood Rescue 
Team decided to launch. 

An RNLI spokesman 
said: “The situation was 
inherently dangerous: 
the team was unfamiliar 
with the area, it was 
dark, the flood waters 
were moving at 12 
knots and carrying 
debris. 

“A bridge a few hun¬ 



dred metres down¬ 
stream also posed a sig¬ 
nificant risk - anything, 
including a boat, could 
be sucked beneath it 
with the force of the 
water. 

“If there was a 
mechanical failure, or if 
the engine was struck 
by debris, caught on an 
unseen hazard, or at 
worst the boat capsized, 
the consequences could 
be disastrous.”

ILLEGAL GAS 

FITTER GETS 
SUSPENDED 
PRISON 
SENTENCE 


AN unregistered gas fitter has 
received a nine-month sus¬ 
pended prison sentence - for 
illegally carrying out sub-stan¬ 
dard gas work at two chip 
shops in south Wales. 

Abergavenny Magistrates’ Court 
heard that Richard Trezise, from 
Maesteg, installed a chip fryer at a 
fish bar in New Tredegar between 
July and September 2011, that was 
classed as ‘immediately dangerous’. 

Gas Safe inspectors found a num¬ 
ber of safety defects with the gas 
appliance, including pipework being 
connected in a way that could have 
resulted in a serious gas leak if not 
rectified. 

The Health and Safety Executive 
investigated and served Mr Trezise 
with a Prohibition Notice on 
December 12, 2011 preventing him 
from carrying out any further gas 
work until he was recognised by the 
Gas Safe Register. 

However, in October 2012, a fur¬ 
ther complaint was received about Mr 
Trezise’s work, this time in relation to 
the installation of a gas frying range at 
a fish bar in Penarth in the Vale. 

An environmental health officer 
from Vale Council visited the premis¬ 
es and witnessed him working on the 
appliance. 

The installation was inspected by a 
Gas Safe Register investigator and a 
number of deficiencies were found, 
leading to the equipment being 
classed as “at risk”. Further investiga¬ 


tion revealed that Trezise had never 
registered for Gas Safe Register mem¬ 
bership. 

Trezise, of Christopher Road, 
Maesteg, pleaded guilty to four 
charges under the Gas Safety 
(Installation and Use) Regulations 
1998 and a single breach of the Heath 
and Safety at Work etc Act 1974. 

He was given a nine-month prison 
sentence, suspended for two years, 
and was ordered to pay £1,500 in 
costs. 

After the hearing, HSE Inspector 
Sara Joanne Carter, said: “Every year, 
there are fires, explosions and people 
are killed by carbon monoxide poi¬ 
soning, as a direct result of gas appli¬ 
ances being improperly installed or 
maintained. In order to prevent such 
incidents, it is a fundamental require¬ 
ment that anyone who works on gas 
appliances is competent to do so. 

“The law requires both employers 
and the self-employed to register with 
the Gas Safe Register. Richard Trezise 
was neither a Gas Safe Registered 
engineer, nor had he undertaken any 
formal training or assessment. 

“Because he had some experience 
in the manufacture of chip fryers, he 
believed he was competent. However, 
the serious safety deficiencies we 
identified with his work proves that 
wasn’t the case. He was operating in 
an illegal and unsafe manner.”

Man is jailed for 
four years after 
starting fire in flat

RESIDENTS of a 
block of flats in 
Porthcawl had to be 
evacuated after a 
man set fire to one 
of the properties 
after a drinking ses¬ 
sion. 

Christopher Sayce, 
29, who was responsible 
for starting the blaze, 
was spotted by fire¬ 
fighters opposite the 
flats drinking from a 
can of lager. 

Cardiff Crown Court 
heard that Sayce was 
arrested shortly after 
and told the police: 
“Yeah, I set fire to the 
flat. My head has 
gone.” 

Sayce, of no fixed 
address, formerly of 
Alford Street, Maesteg, 
pleaded guilty to a 
charge of arson, being 
reckless as to whether 
life would be endan¬ 
gered, and was jailed 
for four years. 

The court heard that 
he had a previous con¬ 
viction for a similar 
offence in 2002 when he 
was sent to a young 


offender institution for 
two-and-a-half years 
which involved setting 
fire to his own flat, and 
causing extensive dam¬ 
age. 

Prosecutor Tony 
Trigg said Sayce started 
the blaze on September 
15 in a flat in New 
Road, Porthcawl. There 
were six flats above a 
shop and there were 
tenants in three of them 
who had to be evacuat¬ 
ed. 

One of the occupiers, 
Melvin Carter, had 
befriended Sayce 
because he had 
nowhere to stay. On the 
day in question, they 
went drinking and Mr 
Carter paid for Sayce. 

They had a dispute 
and Sayce walked back 
to the flat and started 
fires in a bedroom, liv¬ 
ing room, and kitchen. 
He also put a chip pan 
on a cooker ring and 
turned it to maximum. 

Mr Trigg said the fire 


service was quickly on 
the scene but neverthe¬ 
less the damage caused 
amounted to £38,955. 
Much of it was caused 
to the shop below. 

Sayce was said to 
have other convictions 
for assault, and aggra¬ 
vated vehicle taking. 

His counsel, Meirion 
Davies, said: “Alcohol 
abuse played a large 
part in his life. 

“His problem has 
been impulsiveness and 
a lack of inhibition.” 

He said he had made 
admissions at the earli¬ 
est possible opportuni¬ 
ty. No accelerant was 
used and at the time, he 
had taken alcohol and 
valium. 

Mr Davies said: 
“Fortunately, the fire 
service was just around 
the corner and at one 
point he himself called 
them.” 

The court heard that 
on returning to the flat, 
Mr Carter himself tried 
to get inside, believing 
Sayce was still there. 

Judge Fieri Rees 
said: “The motive was 
revenge because of a 
grievance against Mr 
Carter. You put at risk 
your own life and the 
lives of innocent people 
in their own homes.”

The event will run the 
same way as any other 
PACT meeting, but a 
sign language expert 
from the Wales 
Interpretation and 
Translation Service will 
attend as an interpreter, 
giving attendees the 
chance to air their polic¬ 
ing concerns. 

Eor many, it will be 
the first time they are 
being given the chance 
to discuss things which 
concern them directly 
with an officer, or to get 
crime prevention advice. 

PC Paul Evans, Hate 
Crime Officer from 
Bridgend Community 
Safety Partnership who 
is organising the event, 
said: “We are aware that 
members of our deaf 
community have fears 
and needs, this PACT is 
set up to engage with 
their local officers and 
address those fears and 
needs, so we are very 
happy to open the doors 
to the police service in 
this way. 

“South Wales Police 
aims to be better at 
understanding and 
responding to the needs 
of all our communities.

Council assurances 
on supermarket 
site are welcomed

The regional AM for 
South Wales West, had 
concerns about what the 
council was doing in the 
wake of Tesco’s decision 
to withdraw from the 
scheme, which is a key 
element in the Porthcawl 
Regeneration Strategy. 

She said: “I know that 
the council has now 
decided to borrow 
£4.7m to pay for the new 
roads, drains and other 
infrastructure needed, to 
service the land at Salt 
Lake where the super¬ 
market is proposed. 

“Although it was stat¬ 
ed initially that this 
money would only be 
borrowed and the work 
commence once a new 
buyer for the site had 
been lined up, I was con¬ 
cerned about what was 
happening. 

“As a result, I submit¬ 
ted a series of Freedom 
of Information requests. 
The council has now 
confirmed that it will 
only commit to borrow¬ 
ing the money needed 
for the highway works 
after it has secured a 
new store operator or 
developer. 

“I welcome this assur¬ 


ance. I would not be 
happy if the council bor¬ 
rowed this money ahead 
of securing a new devel¬ 
oper because of the 
implications for council 
taxpayers. 

“This £4.7 million is a 
large sum of money 
which the council is 
planning to spend and it 
will have to be recouped 
from the selling price of 
the land to the new 
developer. 

“In addition, the 
council will have to raise 
enough money to satisfy 
the private partners who 
own or lease some of the 
land involved and also 
pay off the money they 
have borrowed to fund 
the harbour improve¬ 
ments. 

“When all of this is 
taken into account, they 
will have to find a super¬ 
market chain or develop¬ 
er capable of paying 
somewhere in the region 
of £llm for this site. 

“It’s a substantial sum 
and in my view, can only 
be provided by a major 
player. My worry is that 
if Tesco, the country’s 
largest supermarket 
chain, could not make 


the figures stack up, will 
the council be able to 
find another company 
prepared to invest this 
sum in Porthcawl? 

“The council has 
obviously decided to 
press ahead with the 
supermarket element of 
the regeneration plan 
despite calls being made 
for it to go back to the 
drawing board. 

“As Shadow Tourism 
Minister, I feel that 
building a run of the mill 
supermarket plus houses 
on the regeneration sites 
will do nothing to 
enhance Porthcawl’s 
reputation as a top sea¬ 
side resort. 

“There has been a dis¬ 
tinct lack of ambition in 
the proposals for 
Porthcawl regeneration. 
But the council appears 
to be wedded to its 
supermarket plan come 
what may, which is very 
disappointing.”

spokesman said: “The

ON Wednesday, 
January 30, the 
Welsh 
Government’s 
Heart to Heart 
roadshow will visit 
Bridgend as part of 
its tour of Wales to 
raise awareness 
about organ dona¬ 
tion among mem¬ 
bers of the public. 

The roadshow, 

launched on S antes 
Dwynwen Day, the 
patron saint of Welsh 
lovers, will visit each 
local health board area in 
Wales before finishing 
its journey in Barry on St 
Valentine’s Day. 

In Bridgend county 
borough, 28.99 per cent 
of people have already 
signed the NHS Organ 
Donor Register, which is 
slightly lower than the 
overall Wales figure of 
31.41 per cent (NHSBT 
2011 figures). 

The Heart to Heart 
roadshow is part of the 
Welsh Government’s 
Heart to Heart campaign, 
which is encouraging 
people to get talking 
about organ donation, 
and whether for or 


against, make their wish¬ 
es known to family and 
friends. 

There’s no need to 
make an appointment; 
people can simply drop 
in while out and about. 

If in favour of organ 
donation, visitors will be 
encouraged to sign up to 
the NHS Organ Donor 
Register and to have a 
conversation with their 
loved ones to make them 
aware of their decision.

(CF2 9SH). 

A Welsh Government 
Bill to change the system 
of consent to deceased 
organ donation in Wales 
from the current opt in 
system to a soft-opt out 
was laid before the 
National Assembly for 
Wales in December 
2012. Under the new 
proposed system, people 
will still be able to regis¬ 
ter a wish to be an organ 
donor, or they can regis¬ 
ter a wish not to be a 
donor.

CAN ROBERT HOWLEY’S MEN 

RAISE THE NATION YET AGAIN? 

Injury-hit Wales out to 
overcome the odds and 
grab fourth Grand Slam

HE defend¬ 
ing title- 
holders, 
Wales, kick off 
the 14th Six 
Nations interna¬ 
tional rugby 
championship 
against Ireland at 
the Millennium 
Stadium, Cardiff, 
this Saturday 
(February 2) in 
search of a fourth 


Grand Slam in the 
space of nine years. 

In 2005, under then 
head coach Mike 
Ruddock, the Dragon 
suddenly emerged 
blinking from its 
cave, after long, dark 
years in exile, to sweep 
away Six Nations 
rivals with an exhila¬ 
rating brand of run¬ 
ning rugby, Wales 


becoming the first 
country to claim the 
Grand Slam title while 
playing more games 
away than at home. 

In 2008, a more 
defence-minded Welsh 
team did it again, this 
time under their 
newly-installed coach, 
former All Black 
hooker, Warren 
Gatland, conceding 
only two tries in the 
process.

Scott Williams. 

Just as this year, the 
opening fixture was 
against the Irish, who 
were narrowly over¬ 
come in Dublin (23- 
21); and Wales then 
defeated Scotland in 
Cardiff (27-13); 
England (19-12 for a 
20th Triple Crown); 
Italy (24-3); and final¬ 
ly Erance (16-9) amid 
ecstatic scenes in a 
sell-out Millennium 
Stadium.

Who can forget 
arguably the try of the 
championship, when 
big Welsh wing 
George North pow¬ 
ered through flailing 
Irish defenders, before 
deftly slipping a deli¬ 
cate, one-handed 
back-of-the-hand pass 
for centre Jonathan 
Davies to scythe 
through at the posts? 

The proud men in 
green from the 
Emerald Isle will be 
out to avenge that nar¬ 
row defeat come 
1.30pm on Saturday, 
and disprove sugges¬ 
tions, after last year’s 
humiliating defeat by 
England, that their 
ageing warriors were 
nearing the end of the 
road. 

Like the Welsh, 
though to a lesser 
extent, their prepara¬ 
tions have been ham¬ 
pered by the absence 
of injured key person¬ 
nel, but they will be 
buoyed by the Irish 
provinces’ success in 
Europe, which starkly 
contrasts with the four 
under-performing 


Welsh regions, who 
were all eliminated 
early from the 
Heineken Cup compe¬ 
tition. 

Interim head coach, 
Robert Howley, who 
has taken on 
Gatland’s mantle 
while the Kiwi is on 
secondment with the 
British & Irish Lions, 
will be hoping there 
will be no negative 
fall-out on Six Nations 
morale among his 
injury-hit squad, 
which initially con¬ 
tained five uncapped 
players, bidding to 
pull on the red shirt. 

Both Welsh and 
Irish camps will need 
to be wary of the 
threat posed by a fast¬ 
rebuilding England 
side, still basking in 
their shock victory 
over world champs 
New Zealand, and 
harbouring Grand 
Slam hopes of their 
own. 

Not forgetting, of 
course, the always 
unpredictable Erench, 
who denied Wales a 
deserved Rugby 
World Cup final place 
Down Under when 
Sam Warburton was 
controversially shown 
the red card. All three 
nations are eminently 
capable of taking the 
honours in what is 


already shaping up to 
be a tightly-fought 
tournament with no 
clear favourite to 
claim the holy grail of 
northern hemisphere 
rugby. 

Scotland, after the 
shock departure of 
their head coach, 

Andy Robinson, and 
his replacement by 
Wales assistant coach, 
Scott Johnson, will be 
concerned to avoid the 
invidious ‘wooden 
spoon’ again - while 
rapidly-improving 
Italy will be setting a 
trap for the unwary 
and hoping for one or 
two big scalps. 

All in all, then, a 
particularly intriguing 
contest is in prospect, 
with all the home play¬ 
ers fully aware that this 
time there is much 
more than a coveted 
Six Nations crown at 
stake. 

The watchful Warren 
Gatland will be stand¬ 
ing silently on the side¬ 
lines studying form for 
places on the plane 
when the Lions ’ tour 
party flies off to 
Australia in the sum¬ 
mer... 

So, let battle 
commence!

Presidential biopic all talk, 
but still hugely engaging 


M aking a 

biopic of 
Abraham 
Lincoln, the 16th 
President of 
America, has long 
been a passion proj¬ 
ect of Steven 
Spielberg, who 
originally had Liam 
Neeson in mind to 
bring ‘Honest Abe’ 
to life for him. 

Schedule conflicts 
prevented the pair from 
achieving this; however, 
Spielberg called upon 
the not inconsiderable 
talents of Daniel Day- 
Lewis to fill the Neeson- 
size space, and their col¬ 
laboration, called 
Lincoln, has now 
reached cinemas. 

The film covers the 
final few months of his 
life, as Lincoln attempts 
to pass the 13th amend¬ 


ment to the constitution 
which will see slaves 
emancipated. 

However, it is a task 
that sees opposition 
come from all quarters 
while he must also deal 
with struggles in his pri¬ 
vate life, specifically his 
wife Mary (Sally Field) 
and son Robert (Joseph 
Gordon-Levitt)... 

As much as Abraham 
Lincoln is revered as one 
of the most influential 
political figures in 
American history, so 
Steven Spielberg is 
revered as one of the 
most influential forces in 
American cinema. 

That the two would 
go together is almost 
certainly fate - and 
much as you would 
expect, the end result is 
that Lincoln is a top- 
quality film that, while 
placing the emphasis on 
talk rather than action.

makes for a hugely 
engaging experience. 

As Aaron Sorkin has 
shown, politicians debat¬ 
ing the where’s and 
why’s over a table does¬ 
n’t have to be the stuff 
of boredom, but unless 
there is real meat and 
engaging characters, it 
means nothing. Lincoln 
lacks in neither, making 
this something of a curio 
for Steven Spielberg. 

Certainly, his hall¬ 
marks are present - a 
noble hero fighting the 
good fight, saccharine 
moments that other 
directors would be pillo¬ 
ried for, and father-son 
relationships that are the 
right side of ‘troubled’, 
but visually it is his most 
muted film for a while. 

It is to the film’s ben¬ 
efit, however, as - given 
the amount of dialogue 
and exposition, the focus 
needs to remain wholly 
on the story and charac¬ 


ters, and Spielberg 
zeroes in on this beauti¬ 
fully - showing the true 
cost of constructing a 
legacy and the emotional 
and physical toll it takes, 
not just on those at the 
eye of change, but those 
around them as well. 

Tony Kushner’s script 
is well matched to the 
director, its focus on the 
most important period of 
Lincoln’s presidency 
giving the film a thrust 
and dynamic a more 
expansive biopic would 
struggle to match, and 
he boils down the politi¬ 
cal skulduggety and 
machinations into an 
engaging screenplay. 

While he shows that 
Abe was more than will¬ 
ing to bend the rules to 
suit him, Kushner still 
paints him as a saintly 
character, intriguing 
moments such as his 
fractious familial rela¬ 
tionships underwritten 
where there should have 
been more. 

As you might expect, 
Daniel Day-Lewis’ cen¬ 
tral performance is 
mighty and powerful - 
anchoring the film and 
giving a superbly round¬ 
ed performance that 
should almost certainly 
see him land the hat- 
trick of Best Actor 
Academy Awards next 
month. 

Seeking the man 
behind the myth, Day- 
Lewis finds him and 
offers a mesmerising 
turn, equally matched by 
a cast that is as good 
onscreen as it is on 
paper. Sally Field shad¬ 
ows Day-Lewis well as 


his wife Mary; Tommy 
Lee Jones makes use of 
his cantakerous persona 
as the firebrand 
Thaddeus Stevens; and 
David Strathairn is reli¬ 
ably wonderful as 
William Seward. 

With small roles for 
the likes of Joseph 
Gordon-Levitt (under¬ 
written sadly), John 
Hawkes, James Spader 
and Hal Holbrook, this 
is a sensational cast that 
delivers the goods. 

The only minuses lie 
in the fact that it often 
becomes a little too 
heavy-going at times, 
with a good knowledge 
of the background of the 
period more than useful, 
while Spielberg’s ten¬ 
dency to use schmalz 
prevents the film digging 
deeper into darker terri¬ 
tory. However, if you 
enjoy political history, 
then Lincoln will make 
for a hugely engaging 
watch. 

VERDICT: Weighty 
and with the emphasis 
on discourse rather than 
action, Lincoln is a 
heavy-going biopic that 
is marshalled with skill 
by Steven Spielberg and 
led by an astounding 
performance by Daniel 
Day-Lewis. 

Its emphasis on talk¬ 
ing heads may not 
appeal to all, but it is 
certainly an immersive 
and engaging experi¬ 
ence. Recommended.

The spokesman 
added: “To add to 
this, the water level 
was still rising and 
conditions deteriorat¬ 
ing as heavy rain con¬ 
tinued to fall. 

“At 1.51am, the team 
launched their modified 
Arancia rescue boat with 
Chris Missen at the helm. 
Boat team leader Paul 
Eastment and crew mem¬ 
ber Martin Blaker-Rowe 


kept a lookout for debris 
coming downstream, and 
guided Chris along the 
safest route to Mrs 
Glover. 

“Chris expertly 
manoeuvered the boat in 
the darkness, with only 
the crews’ headtorches 
and a small spotlight for 
help. Meanwhile, the 
police helicopter was 
hovering over the spot 
where Mrs Glover clung 
to the branch, using their

“At 1.57am Mrs 
Glover was successfully 
brought to shore, 
assessed, and given first 
aid. She had been in the 
water for 50 minutes. 

Paul Eastment said; “I 
was amazed and delight¬ 
ed, gobsmacked even, 
when I heard I’d been 
awarded an RNLI 


Bronze Medal for 
Gallantry. Eor our 
actions to be recognised, 
is the proudest moment 
of my career. 

“Most importantly for 
me, was the recognition 
for the team - the risk to 
all of us was significant - 
and each member of the 
team was vital to the suc¬ 
cessful of the rescue.” 

Michael Vlasto, RNLI 
operations director, said: 
“This was a rescue car¬ 
ried out in the true spirit 
of the RNLI; the crew 
assessed the risks and 
made the decision collec¬ 
tively that, despite the 
extremely high risk to 
themselves, the benefit 
of attempting the rescue 
was greater. 

“This decision, and 
their skill in extremely 
challenging circum¬ 
stances, unquestionably 
saved Mrs Glover’s life. 

“Their selfless and 
courageous actions 
meant that a family could 
be reunited with a moth¬ 
er and wife they thought 


was lost, two days before 
Christmas.” 

Neil Blackburn, group 
manager with Devon and 
Somerset Eire and 
Rescue Service, and on 
scene incident com¬ 
mander, said: 

“During my 26 years 
in the Eire and Rescue 
Service, this would rate 
among the most chal¬ 
lenging incidents with 
which I have had to con¬ 
tend. 

’’Their efforts - with¬ 
out doubt - saved the life 
of Mrs Glover.” 

Vanessa Glover 
added: “Please give as 
generously as you are 
able to support the work 
of the RNLI, so that we 
might, through our com¬ 
bined efforts, say thank 
you to these remarkable 
heroes.” 

The awards will be 
presented at the RNLI’s 
annual presentation of 
awards ceremony in May 
at the Barbican, London. 


Story of a frozen Superfortress 


IN February 1947, the American 
Boeing Superfortress B2,9 on a 
secret Cold War spying mission, 
made an emergency landing in the 
freezing wastes of north west 
Greenland - where it remained 
abandoned for the next 50 years. 

The crew escaped alive. Tomorrow 
(February 1) at the meeting of 
Penarth Aviation Society, Lawrence 
Ferris will be introducing a video 
telling the story of how, in 1994, a 


privately financed team set out to 
repair and fly this iconic bomber back 
to the US.

conundrum in terms of 
any other actors 
approaching the charac¬ 
ter - something that 
Owain Arthur was no 
doubt more than aware 
of prior to embarking on 
the Welsh leg of this 
tour. 

However, his per¬ 
formance, full of manic 
energy, excellent come¬ 
dy timing and an atten¬ 
tion to detail that pays 
off greatly, is the spark 
that ignites Richard 
Bean’s hilarious farcical 
comedy, resulting in a 
truly memorable experi¬ 
ence. 

You can see glimpses 
of why Corden was such

Council looks at 
future of schools 
with low numbers 


MEMBERS of the lifelong 
learning scrutiny commit¬ 
tee have been presented 
with options for the future 
of primary and secondary 
schools in the Vale - as the 
Welsh Government urges 
councils to tackle the issue 
of schools that have low 
pupil numbers. 

However, the recommenda¬ 
tions were classed as financially 
sensitive, so they have not yet 
been made public, and the com¬ 
mittee discussed them behind 
closed doors when the meeting 
took place last Monday (January 
21). 

A Schools Review Group, 
made up of five councillors: Nic 
Hodges (Plaid); Rhiannon Birch 
(Labour); Howard Hamilton 
(Labour); Bob Penrose 
(Independent) and Eddie 
Williams (Llantwit Major First 
independent) has been looking at 
the issue. 

Although their brief has not 
been made public, similar studies 
have looked at schools that have 
unfilled places, and at the possi¬ 
bility of merging schools that 
have low pupil numbers. 

A report that was made public 
at the scrutiny meeting quoted 
Estyn, the Welsh Government 
school inspection body, which has 
estimated that the cost of surplus 
places is £260 per primary place 
and £510 per secondary place. 

The committee was told that

the School Places Review Group 
was convened between 
September and December 2012, 
and built on the work of previous 
member working groups to con¬ 
sider pupil and school data and 
determine if the current configu¬ 
ration of schools meets the educa¬ 
tional needs of children in the 
Vale in the 21st century. 

It was stated that one of the 
statutory functions of a local 
authority is to ensure that there 
are sufficient places for all pupils, 
and that there are the right num¬ 
bers of schools of the right type 
and size, and in the right loca¬ 
tions, to fully and efficiently meet 
the needs of the pupil population. 

The Estyn report asked how 
surplus places affect the resources 
available for expenditure on 
improving outcomes for pupils. It 
says that reductions in surplus 
places result in better resource 
management and impact on 
school improvement, and that 
local authorities should retain no 
more than 10 per cent surplus 
places across primary and sec¬ 
ondary schools. 

Leighton Andrews, Minister 
for Education and Skills, issued a 
statement to cabinet education 
members across Wales on high¬ 
lighting the principal priority of 
the current Welsh Government of 
improving school standards. 

The central theme of the minis¬ 
ter’s statement is the reduction of 
the number of surplus places, as 


this represents a drain on 
resources. 

The fact that a reorganisation is 
on the way was confirmed by the 
Vale Council cabinet member for 
children's services, Coun Chris 
Elmore, who said: “I am planning 
to present proposals to Cabinet on 
March 4, setting out proposals to 
ensure that we have the right 
schools in the right places for the 
future. 

“The proposals, which will 
take into account the advice of the 
lifelong learning scrutiny com¬ 
mittee’s School Places Review 
Group, will involve a number of 
changes affecting several schools 
across the Vale. 

“Following consideration by 
cabinet, the proposals will be the 
subject of extensive consultation 
with a wide range of stakeholders 
in the following weeks.” 

Vale MP Alun Cairns said: 
“I’m concerned by the rumours 
that some primary schools in the 
Vale are facing closure. The Vale 
has some of the best schools for 
our children and I’m worried that 
several are potentially at risk. 

“The schools in some of the 
areas that have been mentioned to 
me are exceptionally important 
and play a central part in their 
local communities. They include 
Barry and the rural Vale. 

“I’m determined to do every¬ 
thing I can to support parents, 
pupils, teachers and school gover¬ 
nors in the areas concerned, and 
would encourage those affected to 
get in touch.”

WORK has officially started on 
the building of a brand new and 
improved community centre at 
Alexandra Crescent in Barry. 

A much-loved community centre 
had stood at the site for over 60 years 
after being built by volunteers in 1947, 
but had to close its doors in September 
2011 after becoming structurally 
unsafe. 

Passionate volunteers have since 
worked tirelessly to apply for funding 
to build a new community centre, and 
their efforts have paid off with the new 
centre set to be completed by early 
May, depending on weather condi¬ 
tions. 

Funding was obtained from the Vale 
Council and a Barry Regeneration 
Grant from the Welsh Government. 

Local contractors Jehu will be carry¬ 
ing out the works, and Alexandra 
Gardens Community Association sec¬ 
retary John Mudford, said: “We can’t 


wait to move back into the brand new 
centre. I hope that the local communi¬ 
ty will continue to help and support the 
new community centre and that it will 
be enjoyed by local people for as many 
years, or even longer, than its prede¬ 
cessor.” 

Sian Vaughan, the Vale Council’s 
community development officer, said: 
“It’s great news that work has begun 
on the site. The community association 
have been right at the heart of the plans 
for the new centre, with John and other 
dedicated volunteers putting in many 
hours completing the various grant 
forms that were required to obtain 
funding.” The Vale Council owns 22 
community centres across the county, 
all of which are run by volunteers.

ASBO for horse 
trader’s son 

A HORSE trader’s 
son has been given 
an ASBO after a 
Vale Council inves¬ 
tigation 

Thomas Hope Price, 
son of Tom Price (sen¬ 
ior), has received an 
interim Anti-Social 
Behaviour Order (ASBO, 
after continued issues of 
fly-grazing and straying 
horses in the Vale of 
Glamorgan and Bridgend 
county borough. 

Thomas Hope Price, 
of Glamorgan Horse 
Traders Ltd, received the 
interim ASBO on 
Tuesday, January 28, 

2013, following “excel¬ 
lent partnership between 
the Vale of Glamorgan 
Trading Standards 
Department, Bridgend 
Trading Standards and 
South Wales Police”. 

The principal trading 
standards officer for the 
Vale Council, Christina 
Roberts-Kinsey, said: 

“We will continue to 
work on tackling these 
issues and I hope the 
introduction of the condi¬ 
tions will address any 
remaining problems in 
the area. 

“The order has been 
made in the same terms 
as the order relating to 
Mr Tom Price (senior); 
namely that both individ¬ 
uals must not allow ani¬ 
mals owned by them, or 
under their care or con¬ 
trol, to stray on the high¬ 
way, and also from keep¬ 
ing horses on land with-

out a valid written legal 
agreement of the 
landowner. 

“They have also been 
prevented from selling, 
or transferring owner¬ 
ship, of a horse which is 
not correctly identified, 
where the details have 
not been updated with his 
ownership details.” 

The Superintendent 
and Police Commander 
for Bridgend and the Vale 
of Glamorgan, Paul 
James, said: “This is 
another example of posi¬ 
tive partnership working 
to resolve issues faced 
within the Vale and 
Bridgend county bor¬ 
ough. 

“This ASBO demon¬ 
strates that police, along 
with our partner agen¬ 
cies, are tackling anti¬ 
social behaviour within 
our communities and are 
getting tougher on those 
who display this type of 
behaviour. 

“A breach of this Anti- 
Social Behaviour Order 
carries serious penalties. 
The community’s help in 
letting us know when 
these orders are broken is 
vital to their success.”

The rural team has done good 
work, but not with Perfect Pitch' 


1 AM writing in response 
to the accusation that I 
am a “short-sighted: 
camp site owner. 

I read with great interest The 
GEM letter of January 24 from 
Annette Chinn MD of Task 
Force, and would like to point out 
a few things that the public and 
business owners of the Vale are 
unaware of. 

As Task Force is one of the 
local businesses that we promote 
in the arrival pack we give to vis¬ 
itors, I am a little surprised at the 
T’m alright Jack!’ attitude. 

I have never said I was not 
grateful for the support of the 
European funding we received, or 
that the Creative Rural 
Communities (CRC) team had 
not done good work. 

However, the Perfect Pitch 
project was outside of their remit 
and, instead, caused distress and 
damage to existing businesses 
and local residents. 

I wonder if Annette would be 
as supportive of the CRC team if, 
after applying for her grant, they 
took her intellectual property and 
used the information gleaned to 
then canvas six local land own¬ 
ers, pay for them to set up in 
competition to Task Force (in this 
time of economic recession) and 
then push inappropriate planning 
applications through, so that her 
business was forever reduced. 

In addition, how would she 
feel if they then erected huge blue 
AA signs throughout the Vale, 
directing traffic away from Task 


Force and displacing business to 
these new sites? Now, rather than 
one or two going for planning, 
the CRC team are talking with 
the other sites, offering them the 
branding and website to promote 
the Perfect Pitch brand on an 
ongoing basis, causing us even 
more long-term harm. 

Addressing Annette’s point on 
‘appropriate planning’, we were 
told all the sites were checked for 
the possibility of planning being 
approved, yet five of the chosen 
sites are inside the boundary of 
the Heritage Coast. 

The Vale’s own ‘Tour Four’ 
planning policy clearly states no 
new campsites should be consid¬ 
ered inside of this boundary: a 
fact residents near the other pro¬ 
posed sites need to be aware of. 

Despite this, one of these sites 
has already been granted full 
planning permission, with the 
Vale planning department waiv¬ 
ing this policy, so that the project 
can be seen as a success. 

We have always promoted 
local businesses to our visitors 
and believe that all businesses in 
the Vale should work together 
with the planning department and 
teams such as CRC and find com¬ 
mon ground for the good of the 
Vale. 

I am very pleased that the Task 
Force grant has opened up her 
business, but I warn her that there 
is nothing now to stop the CRC 
team offering grants to landown¬ 
ers with a bit of spare forestry 
and wanting to diversify using the 


28-day rule, applying to CRC for 
similar grants to open up in com¬ 
petition. 

Regarding the point Annette 
raised “with the downturn in most 
tourism businesses under the cur¬ 
rent economic climate”, this is 
exactly the point I am trying to 
make. For her, it proved money 
well spent, enhancing existing 
businesses such as Task Force has 
helped employment in the area. 

The money should not be used 
to work against existing business¬ 
es in such hard times, allowing 
five small sites in such a small 
area has only displaced business 
from us. 

If the money had been spent 
helping existing sites upgrade 
facilities, as on Task Force, I 
would be singing the praises of 
the CRC team too. 

On Annette’s other statement, 
“that at the launch she attended, 
CRC said that many sites were 
fully booked during the 
Eisteddfod” - it was the case that 
only one site was full - Flandow. 
No one asked us if we were fully 
booked, or any of the other sites, 
as far as I am aware. 

Annette, we shall still promote 
your business to our visitors. I 
am pleased your business has 
been funded to grow, and I wish 
you every success in the current 
climate - but please offer other 
business owners the same respect 
and consideration.

CHURCH’ AT COLWINSTON 


WORK has recently been com¬ 
pleted on the exterior of St 
Michael’s & All Angels Church in 
Colwinston. 

It is one of the ‘white churches of 
Wales’, and now truly lives up to this epi¬ 
thet once again. 

The Grade-1 listed 12th century church 
underwent major restoration work in 2000, 
helped by a grant from the Heritage 
Lottery Fund. 

When the refurbishment was undertaken 
at the millennium, the church was lime 
rendered and lime-washed, not only was 
this taking the church back to how it 
would have looked when built in the 12th 
century but the application of the lime 
would allow the building to “breathe” as 
was originally intended. 

Since the lime washing in 2000, several 


hundred years of water had seeped through 
the stonework which resulted in consider¬ 
able staining and damage to the render 
itself. 

This meant a major undertaking to re- 
limewash the exterior of the church at a 
cost of £36,000. A sub committee was set 
up and three years of fundraising and grant 
applications followed. 

The whole community in Colwinston 
had worked together to raise funds for the 
painting project, by putting on a ball and 
two very successful concerts in the winter 
months, and holding strawberry teas and 
open garden days during the summer. 

However, this project could not have 
been realised without funding from the 
Heritage Lottery. 

Further grants were received from the 
Grant Weston Foundation, the James 


Pantyfedwen Foundation, the 
Representative Body of the Church in 
Wales, the Churches & Pastoral 
Committee, and a Welsh Church Act grant. 

Without their financial assistance, the 
project could not have gone ahead and the 
community in Colwinston is most grateful 
to each of the grant providers but in partic¬ 
ular the Heritage Lottery Fund. 

Our heritage has been protected and 
once again we have a building at the heart 
of the community of which we can be 
proud. 

The painting was completed just in time 
for a village wedding at the end of last 
year, when the interior was decorated with 
flowers and candles, and the shining white 
exterior lit up a dark December afternoon.

Paying tribute to 
Merchant Navy’s 
civilian heroes 


T he story 

about Barry’s 
Merchant 
seamen by Jim 
Greenway, (The 
GEM, January 24) 
was a very poignant 
story that I would 
like to add to in 
some small detail. 

Merchant seamen 
were civilians, and on 
one ship that sailed from 
Barry which was sunk 
with all hands, the crew 
included two brothers 
aged 14 and 15, cabin 
boys. 

Also in terms of loss¬ 
es, Barry suffered the 
most of all the wartime 
recognised ports. As 
they were under civilian 
contracts, the moment 
their ship was sunk, their 
pay was stopped and if it 
was sunk before 8am, 
the day’s official start 
time, they lost that day’s 
pay as well. 

As many who were 
rescued could, and did, 
spend many days at sea, 
they would not get paid 
until they had registered 
for another ship. There 
was a registrar of ship¬ 
ping near the BBC stu¬ 
dios at Llandaff, Cardiff. 

Films have been made 
about the sinking of the 
German battleship Graf 
Spey in the South 
Atlantic in late 1939, 
three months after the 
start of the war. This 


ship had sunk many 
British merchant ships 
and had captured many 
of their crew. The 
Germans had transferred 
these seamen onto a ship 
called the Altmark. 

After the Graf Spee 
was sunk, the Altmark 
was traced entering 
Norwegian territorial 
waters. At that time, 
Norway had not yet been 
invaded by the Germans 
and was still neutral. 

The Altmark intended to 
creep back to Germany 
through coastal territori¬ 
al waters. 

A British destroyer, 
MHS Eskimo, had been 
shadowing the Altmark. 
The Eskimo’s captain 
signalled back with this 
information. Good old 
Winston Churchill 
issued the famous order: 
“Go in and get them.” 

The destroyer crew 
boarded the Altmark 
with the famous cry: 
“The Navy’s here!”. 

The crew were repa¬ 
triated, some of whom 
had been prisoners for 
weeks. No pay for them 
until they had registered, 
unlike military prisoners 
of war who at least were 
paid backdated after the 
war. 

I hope these little 
anecdotes may add to 
the inspiring story of 
sacrifice.

Compact Chrysler 
manages to convey 
its own character 


A merica is 

renowned for 
its enormous 
Cadillacs and other 
notorious gas guz¬ 
zlers, but not with 
small, efficient 
hatchbacks. 

Not until now any¬ 
way. The compact 
Chrysler Ypsilon, the 
chic Prench sounding 
five-door hatchback 
looks like a three-door, 
thanks to concealed door 
handles at the rear. 

This cheeky little 
yank is actually based on 
a Piat 500 and its 
appearance, mainly due 
to the bonnet and 
chrome grille, has hints 
of the larger Chrysler 
Voyager about it. 

I tested the perky 1.2- 
litre petrol, finished in 
an attractive two-tone 
brown. There’s pleasing¬ 
ly a lot of chrome on 
this vehicle - the chrome 
door handles are some¬ 
thing you don’t get very 
often these days, unless 
you’re in the market for 
a Rolls. 

Step inside and the 
first thing you notice is 
that there is no 
speedometer in front of 
the steering wheel, 
which is quite discon¬ 
certing, as you can see 
in the video at test- 
drives.biz. 

Instead, Chrysler has 
positioned it in the cen¬ 
tre of the dashboard 
together with the rev 
counter. It might look 
eye-catching and means 
that whether it’s a left or 
a right hand drive the 
speedo doesn’t need re¬ 
positioning, but I don’t 
like it. 

It is awkward to con¬ 
stantly look to your left 
to monitor your speed 
and particularly irritating 
when approaching speed 
cameras. 

Aside from this, the 
interior is pleasingly 
comfortable and the 
seats are upholstered in 
really cosy velour. 

It can be noticeably 
lethargic with a slight 
delay, reminiscent of the 
Piat 500 funnily enough, 
and so when overtaking 
in any of the Ypsilon 
models, plenty of 
revving is required, but 
that’s not a problem. 

You’ll also have to be 
prepared to change down 
a few cogs to complete 
the manoeuvre in a safe 
manner. Demanding 
drivers though, will 
enjoy getting the most 
from the engine and 
hearing the attractive 
note emitted when it’s 
under pressure. 

It handles varying 
types of roads proficient¬ 
ly and all occupants 
arrive at their final desti¬ 
nation relaxed. 

A little qualm is that 
the driver has to be care¬ 
ful where they place 
their hands on the steer¬ 
ing wheel because of the 
angle of the stereo and 
telephone controls on the 
wheel.

On a number of occa¬ 
sions, my right hand 
operated the telephone 
switches, cutting into the 
radio programme I’m 
listening to. 

This eye-catching lit¬ 
tle American seems an 
efficient car, easily cov¬ 
ering 500 miles on a 
tank of fuel. This is 
helped by the automatic 
engine start/stop func¬ 
tion. 

Parkers, the car 
experts, says: “The dis¬ 
tinctive headlights sitting 
either side of the shield¬ 
shaped grille set it apart 
from the other, more 
generic hatchbacks and 
when you move around 
to the rear, the drama 
continues: the well- 
sculpted LED tail-lights 
at either side of the boot¬ 
opening give the car a 
unique, yet satisfyingly 
rounded rear end. 

“The Ypsilon has cer¬ 
tainly got a European 


design (that’s a good 
thing) and it’s much 
more curvy than 
Chrysler’s more sizeable 
hatchback, the Delta. 

“The Ypsilon has the 
underpinnings of the Eiat 
500 and the Eord Ka but 
it has a longer wheelbase 
(the same wheelbase as 
the 2012 Eiat Panda). 

So, it’s a looker (of 
sorts) and should appeal 
to those after ‘something 
different’.” 

Although its boot is 
large enough for a 
pushchair, the Ypsilon is 
perfect for the young, 
free and single as room 
in the back is a little 
tight, but its size makes 
it ideal for parking in 
tight spaces.

S O, here we go again...the 
2013 Six Nations champi¬ 
onship, whose outcome - 
even more than usual - is well 
nigh impossible to predict 
(though, in truth, it’s an obses¬ 
sive media practice that this col¬ 
umn usually seeks to avoid!) 

Picking an outright Grand Slam 
winner is particularly pointless, 
though, in a season that has been 
hadly distorted hy injuries and 
bedevilled by form and unavailabili¬ 
ty issues to an unprecedented extent 
- certainly in the case of Wales, who 
open their defence of the title they 
won last year against Ireland at the 
Millennium Stadium, on Saturday. 
^An^obe^ssessmen^^Welsl^^^ 
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chances of a rare back-to-back 
Grand Slam, is made doubly diffi¬ 
cult, given that caretaker coach 
Robert Howley has opted to delay 
naming his starting line-up until 
later today, Thursday - just two 
days before the kick-off - proof 
enough of the selection dilemmas he 
faces, particularly up front, and the 
consequent need to keep the opposi¬ 
tion guessing. 

With the abrasive Irish pack 
reportedly licking their lips at the 
prospect of taking on a perceived 
weakness in the Welsh front five, all 
eyes will turn on Howley’s team 
sheet today - in particular, the 
denuded second row, deprived of 
regular first choice players, and with 
question marks hanging over the 
match readiness of other familiar 

names, both up front and 
behind. 

An indication of this was 
the sudden introduction 
into the national squad of 
several promising, but 
untried players, and also 
the surprise enlistment 
from outside the squad on 
Friday of 31-year-old 
Harlequins second row, 
Oily Kohn, who (fortu¬ 
itously, it turns out) has a 
Welsh grandfather! 

While it would be an 
exaggeration to view all 
this as proof of a ‘crisis’ in 
the camp, there can be no 
doubting the Welsh title 
holders’ concern over the 
disruption to their prepa¬ 
rations for a tournament 
that this year holds extra 
significance for all home 
nations’ players, with the 
lure of a Lions’ summer 
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tour in the offing. More important¬ 
ly, there is the urgent need to arrest 
a worrying downward spiral in 
Welsh rugby that has seen the four 
regions fail (again) in Europe, and 
the national team lose seven of their 
last eight outings, including two 
‘whitewashes’ by southern hemi¬ 
sphere teams - in Australia last 
summer and Cardiff in the autumn. 

Thus, Saturday’s Six Nations 
opener is a high pressure test in 
more ways than one, for both the 
players and the Welsh coaches - 
after all, Ireland have won 10 out of 
the last 16 clashes between these 
arch rugby rivals. 

On the flipside, Wales can point to 
a 23-21 victory in Dublin last year, 
en route to their third Grand Slam 
in eight years, and also the ruthless 
22-10 demolition of the men in green 
in the quarter final of the 2011 
Rugby World Cup in New Zealand, 
following on the 19-13 Welsh win 
earlier that year. 

Moreover, the record books reveal 
that they have won 65 of the 118 
meetings, to Ireland’s 47 - with six 
games drawn. This close-fought 
rivalry is borne out by the overall 
points totals: Wales 1,393 pts to 
Ireland’s 1,260 pts. 

The ‘no-holds-barred’ nature of 
these often stormy encounters 
between Celtic cousins was laid 
down from their very first clash on 
January 28,1882 at Lansdowne 
Road, Dublin. The 8-0 result was 


Wales’ first victory on the interna¬ 
tional rugby field, in a match that 
one contemporary observer, in a 
masterpiece of understatement, said 

was ^^disrupted by disputes on both 
sides^’... 

The fiery tradition will no doubt 
be resumed this weekend, and as 
usual will need firm, but enlightened 
handling by the man with the whis¬ 
tle. 

It is fervently to be hoped, then, 
that the result will not be deter¬ 
mined by the kind of baffling incon¬ 
sistency, both in terms of interpreta¬ 
tion and implementation of the laws 
- which has been all too prevalent 
among big match officials of late. 

With the professional game’s cur¬ 
rent over-emphasis on brute, physi¬ 
cal force, as opposed to flair and 
guile - reflected in an ever-rising 
injury toll - there are serious health 
and safety concerns that the game’s 
administrators, who, after all, have a 
duty of care to players (employees), 
would do well to take heed of, to 
avoid potentially grave conse¬ 
quences. 

They could start by taking a long 
overdue look at the whole method of 
control on the field of play, for the 
demands of today’s professional 
game seem to put this task beyond 
the powers of one man to manage. 

It surely calls for far more s hared 
responsibility by all match officials. 

Why, oh why, aren’t the two 
^Assistant Referees^ more pro-active¬ 
ly involved in the action, rather than 
do little more than wave a flag in the 
air occasionally, as did linesmen in 
the old amateur days? 

They and the TMO - ‘Television 
Match Official’ (another impressive 
title with a limited function!) need 
to actively intervene, do as their job 


titles suggest, and ASSIST the refer¬ 
ee, who nowadays cannot be expect¬ 
ed to see everything going on around 
him. 

In this way, cynical, off-the-ball 
actions, so-called ‘professional fouls’ 
and other blatant (and not so bla¬ 
tant) transgressions, could be deci¬ 
sively dealt with on the spot - unlike 
during Wales’ autumn series, when 
unacceptable acts of brutality went 
unpunished. (7 don’t mean the mis¬ 
use of yellow cards, intended only for 
technical offences). 

With four pairs of eyes, each given 
direct responsibility for monitoring 
various areas of play - setpiece, the 
tackle area, off-the-ball incidents 
etc, but with the referee, of course, 
having the last word - it could even 
dispense with the need for a citing 
commissioner! 

As has been stated in this column 
many times before, we all accept 
that rugby football is, by its very 
nature, a physical contact sport - 
but it is NOT cage-fighting, or all-in 
wrestling! 

It is, after all, supposed to be a 
sport suitable for family viewing, 
with a worldwide TV audience!

For now, though, the spotlight 
turns to Cardiff at 1.30 pm on 
Saturday, where despite everything, 
the loyal legions of ever-optimistic 
followers hope that Welsh strength in 
depth will prove equal to meeting the 
Irish threat - and gain momentum 
for a return to winning ways, notwith¬ 
standing recent setbacks. 

Who is to say, despite the doubters, 
that this confidence is misplaced?
